The Governor, greeted with 
applause, said the Hall had been built 

-to-fill a long-felt want, as a meeting’ 
place for those activities of, the 

‘corporate body of the Church which 

* ‘have not hitherto had a home them- 
gelves—the ‘meetings of seatholders 
and similar gatherings. He con- 
tinued: “In these cays it is, 1 am 
‘afraid, impossible to say that the 
Charch in Hongkong has shown itself 

" to be ina very flourishing condition. 
I fear that the attendance at the 

’ Cathedral shows that the “congrega- 
tion of the Church of England is not 
so enthusiastic as it might be. . Let us 

_ bope that as the result of the strength- 
ening of the corporate activities 
of the congregation by the establish- 
ment of this Hall we may see an im- 
provement in this ‘state of things. 

«The uses of this Hall are many, and I 
am sure that it will prove to bea 
most valuable institution to the 
Diocese, and in this hope and in the 
hope that the blessing of God will rest 
wpon the deliberations which . take 
place here, I declare this Cathedral 
Hall to be open. :
